PUNISHED FOR KILLING EUROPEANS. 


A British Man-of-War Creates Oonsterna- 
tion Among Natives of Samoa.

Lonpon, Feb. 18.—According to a letter re- 
ceived yesterday her Majesty's ship Opal has 
returned to New Zealand after five weeks’ 
cruise among the islands of the South Sea in 
order to discover and punish the natives who 
have of late murdered a number of Euro- 
peans. At Apia it was discovered that a 
French half-caste and a Swéde, having been 
cast ashore with two other men, were killed 
and then mutilated at Port Sandwich. It was 
learned that natives had made a murderous 
attack on the boat’s crew of a Queensland 
vessel, the Government agent, Mr. Cecil, 
being badly wounded. Another attack on 
Europeans was also heard of here. The 
Opai then left in search of information of 
Mr. Vernon Lee Walker and the boat’s crew. 
At Pentecost Isiand a friendly chief gave 
information that the murders were unpro- 
voked, and the chiefs of the offending tribe 
were summoned to come on board the Opal 
and pay the penalty or war would be made 
the following morning. They declined to 
visit the ship, but offered a man and 
two boys in reparation fer the ad- 
mitted murders. They after s of- 
fered to deliver up the actual murderers, 
but this was not acceded to. Next morning 
the Opal bombarded the village, but the 
natives had previously fied. At Port Sand- 
wich the French cruiser Fabert was found at 
anchor, and the twocommanders decided to 
make examples of the natives for the mur-

MRS. GURLEY CONFESSES. 


SHE SAYS MES. ANNIE ALLEN I8 THE 
MYSTERIOUS MAGGIE GORDON. 


She Charges That Mrs. Allen Stole Annie 
Redmond aud Gave the Girl to Her— 
The “Confession” Made in Response to 
Her Parents’ Pleadings—The Woman, 
Who Is a Young Engie wood Widow, 
Taken into Custody—She Denies the 
Charge. 


Mrs. Josie Gurley, the woman accused of 
having kidnaped Annie Redmond, con- 
tessed ” yesterday. The “confession” was 
made to ber father and mother, Mr. and Mrs. 
P. W. Driscoll, at the County Jail. As the 
result of her statement Mrs. Annie Alien, a 
youne widow who Mrs. Guriey claims to be 
the Maggie Gordon she has so frequently ac- 
cused of the kidnaping, was arrested last 
night. This startling development in the 
Redmond case has, like the arrest of the 
Gurleys, added interest to the case, and has 
likewise deepened the mystery in many 
points. 

Ever since the arrest of Mrs. Gurley the 
Driscolls have labored with her to induce 
her to confess. She did not heed their 
pleading till yesterday, when she broke 
down and accused her husband of the crime, 
and said she had done everything she could 
since his arrest to shield him. Tne 
arguments of her father and her 
own delicate condition of i health 
were influential in inducing her to 
speak. Yesterday morning Mr. and Mrs. 
Driscoll, as they have done every visiting 


ited the jail. 
fore the time set for visitors, and in the wait- 
ing-room also sat Mrs. Annie Alien. Mrs. 
Driscoll pointed her out to her husband, who 
had never seen her before, and said: 

There is the woman who has been lead- 
ing our Josie astray.” 

THY PLEAD WITH THEIR DAUGHTER. 

Shortly afterwards they were admitted to 
the cell in which their daughter was con- 
fined. Mrs. Allen was already there talking 
to Mrs. Guriey. The old man’s eyes flashed 
as he turned on Mrs. Allen and cried: 

“Get out of here! I don’t want you to talk 
to my daughter. Idon’t want you to have 
anything wodo with her. Josie, don’t say 
another word to her. For Heaven’s sake, 
Josie, think of your poor father and mother. 
Don’t listen to that_woman.” 

Mr. Driscoll tore the woman away from the 
cell door and stood between her and his 
daughter. Mrs. Allen turned on her heel 
and walked out of the jail. 

Josie, for God's sake tell the truth about 
this thing. I Know you are not guilty. 
Don’t shield anyone. You will never be 
forgiven on earth or in Heaven if you 
do not tell us the whole truth. 
Your poor mother is sick on your account 
and we are almost distracted.’’ For hours 
the father pleaded in this strain with his 
daughter. He and his wife wept as they 
begged and pleaded that she confess. They 
sobbed themselves to silence and stood mo- 
tionless before the cell. The stiliness was 
suddenly broken by the exclamation: 

„Father, I will confess!’’ 

The old couple were thrilled with joy as 
they waited for Mrs. Gurley to speak.

Mr. Driscoll did not wait to hear more. 
He ran out of the jail and hastened to Jus- 
tice Lyon’s office, where he swore out a war- 
rant for Mf, Allen.

“Sheis suspicious; she kuows that I sus- 
pect her and will get away.”’ 

The officers found the woman at her home 
in Englewood and brought her to the Harri- 
son Street Station, where she was locked up. 

MR. DRISCOLL’S STORY. 

After her arrest Mr. Driscoll told what he 
knew about her connection with the case. 
He was nearly overcome by the excitement 
of the day ana could hardly speak. 

We have suspected this Allen woman for 
some days,“ he said, and the officers 
wanted to arrest her, but I advised them 
not to. Idid not wish to make any 
mistake, and told them not to 
arrest her until we had verified our sus- 
picions. I was confident that my wife and I 
could get a confession from Josie. No child 
can resist the pleadings of its mother. 
In the first place I knew that Josie 
was not the one who kidnaped the child. 
The description of the womun who commit- 
ted the crime did not fit my daughter. 
This Mrs. Allen was a friend of 
my daughter. I did not like to see 
Josie associating with her and warned 
her againstit. Mrs. Allen was the one who 
introduced Mr. Gurley to my daughter be- 
fore her marriage. I was not a bit surprised 
when my daughter told me today that Mrs. 
Allen was the one who stole the child.“ 

„Wat was the motive in tne kidnaping?” 

“Mr. Guriey had represented to some peo- 
ple he came in contact with, for some reason 
unknown to me, that he had a child in Pitts- 
burg. In order to carry out this representa- 
tion he induced Mrs. Allen, my daughter 
says, to steal the child, and then he intro- 
duced her as his daughter.“

Under the present system 
the bank in which the city’s money is kept 
furnishes the bondsmen, and a careful watch 
is kept upon the man who occupies the office. 
The bank keeps itself informed not only 
about the way the money is spent but the 
manner in which the various amounts are 
received and accounted for.

(CLEVELAND IS RUASTED. 


JUDGE EDGERTON WRITES THE PRES- 
IDENT A CAUSTIC LETTER. 


He Tells Mr. Cleveland That He Is a Pe- 
ealiar Man, and One Whom It Is Not 
Safe to Trust—The Ex-Civil Service Com- 
missioner Thinks That Grover Will Not 
Be Able to Find as Many Reasons for 
Removing Him as the People Found 
for Choosing a New President. 


Wasurneton, D. C., Feb. 18.—Judge A. P. 
Edgerton, who was recently removed from 
the office of Civil Service Commissioner, has 

Written an open letter to the President. 

He says, among other things: 

I was indebted to you for the only appointive 
office lever held. You now declare by your 
action that you regret the appointment. I. with 
equal right, can say that I regret the acceptance. 
Your regret was not made known to me by you 
by any word or utterance or action until now at 
the close of your Administration, and the day be- 
fore my removal, Of course, if you believed me 
unfit for the position or neglectful of 

duty, you should have 
removed me long ago; 
but I presume there were 
prudential political rea- 
sons why you did not 
make the removal until 
after the election. In 
this regard it would al- 
most seem asif you were 
willing to play false with 
the mugwumps to ena- 
bie you to win with the 
Democrats. And here 
permit me to define the 
term “mugwump” as 
referring to a class of 
political reformers who 
have the spirit of ref- 

JUDGE EDGERTON. ormation without the 
common sense and good judgment to reform, as 
reforms are not effected by unjust personal de- 
nunciation, but by reason. The result of the 
election placed you in a dilemma from 
which few people would have known how 
to extricate themselves. You found a man on 
your hands whom the mugwumps had declared 
war upon, an enemy to their civil service reform 
theories, and your plan of becoming their repre- 
sentative in the future would be weakened or 
defeated if assurance of your fidelity to their 
cause could not be secured. Accordingly it ap- 
pears that you decided upon the removal of the 
head of the commission; and, deeming Mr. 
Thompson a good enough mugwump for them, 
you therefore demanded my resignation that you 
might appoint him, apparently as an atonement 
for your previous inaction. 

Mr. President, with due courtesy to the high 
office you hold, allow me to say that you are @ 
peculiar man, a positive man—positively wrong 
or positively right—and therefore an unsafe man 
to trust; and that element in your character 1 
believe led to your defeat. Pope says: The most 
positive men are the most credulous, since they 
most believe themselves and advise most with 
their fellow-flatterers and worst enemies. Being 
one of that kind of positive men yourself, you 
have kept some men of like character around 
you who are positive only in their malice and 
conceit, They flatter you, and have the conceit 
that would magnify themselves and the maligni- 
ty that would detract from others. Juvenal says: 
“There is nothing a man will not believe in his 
own favor.“ 

You were credulous enough to believe that you 
were elected President by the mugwumps, and, 
therefore, you permitted them to malign your 
real friends and to flatter you into a policy which 
led to your defeat. You area man who would 
not permit your real friends to admonish you 
with freedom and confidence, and as a result you 
have suffered for the want of friends, and your 
wrecked and wretched greatness has discovered 
that there is no true success in life without the 
power and blessing of friendship. You believed 
that your will and power to enforce it was above 
all powers, bug the will of the people expressed 
in a constitutional way has taught you that there 
was a wiser and better way than that chosen by 
you. 

Having sworn to support the Civil Service law, 
it has been my constant effort to do so; but I 
never did swear to support a mugwump inter- 
pretation of it, based on a moastrous assumption 
that the commission was independent of law. 
How many poor unfortunates have been denied 
the advantages and benefits of the law by ques- 
tions never contempiated by it, and how many 
expenses have been incurred through unnecessa- 
ry and de vious requirements and practices it is 
not my purpose at this time to state.

If you can find 
as many reasons for removing me as the Demo- 
cratic party, through an indifference which was 
simply retaliatory, had for removing you I shall 
be quite willing to remain with you in the gloom 
of defeat,

I 
am conscious of this and deeply pained by the 
consciousness. The people have the right to 
know the truth in all matters of this kind, and 
for this reason only do I address you.

SCORES OF LIVES LOST. 


AWFUL RESULTS OF AN EXPLOSION IN 


4 HARTFORD, CONN., HOTEL. 


The Building Collapses and the Ruins, in 
Which Many Guests Are Imprisoned, 
Take Fire—Forty to Fifty Persons Be- 
nevod to Have Been Killed—The Work 
of Excavating the Debris Still Proceed- 
ing—Partial List of the Killed and 
Wounded. 


Hartrorp, Conn., Feb. 18.— A shock, of 
tremendous force, awoke the residents of the 
block around tne corner of High and Olive 
streets at about 5 o’clock this morning. On 
that corner stood the Park Central Hotel, a 
five-story brick structure, about thirty feet 
front and 100 feet deep. Those first to ar- 
rive on the scene found the building a 
heap of ruins, from which issued smoke 
and steam in dense clouds, and the spec 
tators were appalled by the shrieks and 
groans of many human beings who were 
imprisoned in the mass of timber and mason- 
ry, from which flames were already bursting. 
A general alarm summoned the entire fire 
department, and an immense crowd, attract- 
ed by the explosion and fire alarm, soon 
packed the streets. As the daylight began 
to break it was seen that a portion of the 
tier of rooms at the rear of the main building 
had remained standing, but the partitions 
had been torn away and the rooms were 
opened to the air; the floors of many of 
them partly giving away had tumbled out 
the occupants and furniture upon the con- 
fused heap below. 

The explosion had demolished the staircase 
of this annex, but the frightened employés 
were safely taken out by the aerial ladder. 
Two or three excited ones, however, jumped 
and received slight injuries. With that un- 
explainable rapidity with which news of dis- 
aster flies through a town the tidings that 
men, women, and children were being 
crushed or burned seemed to have 
roused the entire city to the scene. 
The police pressed back the throngs, not 
more curious than willing to help; the fire- 
men from every vantage ground were pour- 
ing floods of water upon the ruins. The 
flames had been mastered and had sunk 
down from sight within the ruins, where 
yet the water hissed and steamed among 
the hot stones and brick that rapidly 
cooled, burst, and cracked with sulien 
sounds. Men ofthe hook and ladder trucks 
were impatient, waiting only until the ruins 
had so cooled as to render safe their efforts 
in the wreck, and as soon as possibie willing 
hands set about the herculean task of 
removing the immense mass of masonry, and 
the crowds waited and watched with breath- 
less suspense. The first person rescued was 
George Gaines, the colored porter. He was 
badly injured and died soon after being 
taken out. At about 7 o’clock Superintendent 
Lawrence of the street department appeared 
upon the scene with a large gang of 
laborers, and the search was prosecuted with 
renewed tivity. Helen Leport of New 
Britain and Jennie Decker of Unionville 
were soon rescued comparatively uninjured 
and sont to the hospital. Jacob B. Turpin, a 
colored barber, was also taken out early in 
the morning, while Rachel Cramer jumped 
from a window, breaking her leg. 

HARRIS STIPPLE LIBERATED. 

At 8 o’clock Harris Stiffie of Philadelphia, 
a traveler for the Barnes Safe & Lock Com- 
pany, was liberated by raising the timbers 
which held him down. He was only slightly 
injured. At 10:30 the dead body of Dwight 
H. Buell, single, jeweler, of this city, was 
recovered. e body was not mangled, 
death having been caused by suffocation. 

In the meantime the crowd of spectators 
had increased to such proportions as to 
greatly impede the work of the fire- 
men and rescuers. Accordingly at about 
10 o'clock “two-cleven” was sound- 
ed upon the fire bells, calling out 
the fire companies of the First Regiment, 
Connecticut National Guard, stationed in the 
city. The men responded with commendable 
alacrity, and a cordon of guards soon sur- 
rounded the vicinity of the explosion, doing 
excellent service throughout the day and 
nightin keeping the crowd within bounds. 

By noon telegrams of anxious inquiry were 
pouring in from every part of the country, 
and friends of those supposed to be in the 
ruins were arriving by every train, 
together with an immense crowd of 
curious people from the surrounding 
towns. The lower floor of the spacious 
wool warehouse of H. C. Judd & Root was 
made a temporary morgue. Here Coroner 
Sperry, Medical Examiner Fuller, and 
Assistant Wright, with other local phy- 
sicilans, were in attendance, and here 
the bodies were taken as fast as 
recovered and opportunity was given for 
identification by friends. Those not identi- 
fied were taken in charge by the city and 
tenderly cared forin aroom of the old city- 
hall. The injured were promptly sent to the 
hospital. 

The recovery of the bodies was slow, owing 
to the immense accumulatiqn of débris, but 
at nearly regular intervals one or two bodies 
were found during the afternoon. When 
claimed by friends they were delivered to 
undertakers. As a rule the corpses bore but 
slight marks of fire, dying either from suffo- 
cation or bruising. 

The magnitude of the calamity cannot be 
realized, ana in fact its extent is not yet 
knowu. The register of the hotel is not yet 
found, and young Ferry, the night 
clerk, is buried in the ruins. But from 
the best estimates that can be 
procured from the landlora and 
others it is probable that there were not far 
from fifty people in the hotel proper. Of 
these perhaps five may have escaped unin- 
jured amid the confusion of the early morn- 
ing hours, leaving forty-five to be accoynted 
for. Ten are in che hospital, ana up to mid- 
night sixteen dead bodies have been taken 
from the ruins, leaving nineteen still miss- 
ing. But there may be several more than 
this. Andrew F. Whiting, Actuary of the 
Hartford Life & Annuity Insurance Com- 
pany, and wife, the Rev. Dr. Lavallette Per- 
rin, agent of the Memorial Hall Association, 
and wife, and Edward Perry, the night 
clerk, are known to be still in the ruins,

ADRIAN, Mich., Feb. 18.—[Speciai. |—Frank 
Silvers, who massacred his wife and two 
children at Tecumseh, lingered unconscious 
until 1 o’clock this morning, when he passed 
away. The victims of the tragedy are:

TERRIFIC CYCLONE TN ALABAMA. 


Several Lives Lost and a Large Amount of 
Property Destroyed. 

Birruixeram, Ala., Feb. 18.—[Special.]—A 
terrific cyclone swept across the west end of 
Shelby and the east end of Bibb Counties 
late last night, destraying a large amount of 
property and killing ind Anjuring a number 
of people. The track of the cyclone is 
fortunately quite marrow, but it is near- 
ly twenty miles in length.

Delegates Harr ana Kirk 
followed President Carr’s example and voted 
for Wirt R. Neal each ballot. Delegate Mer- 
rill voted for Gov. E., W. Wilson. When Del- 
egate Peck’s name was called, in explanation 
of his vote he said he had voted long and 
loud for the election of a Unite States Sen- 
tor, but was sorry to say that he had never 
had the privilege of voting for and 
electing a man who was branded 
as the regular Democratic nominee. 
He paid high tribute to Senator Kenna, and 
said his constituency were solid for him. 
However, at this time, he had been instructed 
by bis constituency to try and accomplish an 
election. He, therefore, intended casting 
his vote for Gov. . Ww . Wilson. Dele- 
gate Shanklin voted for Frank Hereford.

MANY BILLS IN MICHIGAN, 


One of Them Is to Abolish the Marriage 
Lieeuse System. 

LANSING, Mich., Feb. 18.—[Special.|—The 
House again wasted a large portion of the 
day in an effort to settle the mileage ques- 
tion. Representative Aleshire introduced a 
joint resolution calling for a spemiai election 
next November to vote upon a proposition to 
hold a constitutional convention in Decem- 
ber, 1891. Representative Smith introduced 
a bill to retire Supreme Court Judges who 
have reached the age of 70 and have served 
fifteen years, and to pay them an annual pen- 
sion of $2,500.

The fund is to be de- 
votea to the éupport of the me wardens, 
one to be appointed in each county at an 
annual salary of $700. resentative 
Abbott presented his hanging bill today. It 
provides that the penalty for murder in the 
first degree shall be imprisonment for life, 
except when the jury brings in a written 
verdict, signed by each and all, recommend- 
ing the death sentence. The Judge may 
then at discretion impose capital punishment 
or life imprisonment, the case thus passing 
through the hands of thirteen men.

Canadians Feel That British Ambassadors 
Cannot Do Them Justice. 

Ortawa, Ont., Feb. 18.—Prof. Goldwin

ZUBEL DECORATED. 


He Is Presented with a Regular Army Dis- 
tinguished Marka man's Badge. 

The Second Infantry Armory was the scene of 
a brilliant gathering last evening. Six hun- 
dred of the boys—twelve companies of the regi- 
ment—marched and countermarched to the mu- 
sic of the command's fine band. Under the glare 
of electric lights 600 bayonets flashed as the com 
panies executed their evolutions. The galleries 
were filied with spectators, as were a triple row 
of chairs around the hail. 

There is annuaily held in each military depart- 
ment of the army a competition of marksman- 
ship between selected teams. The occasion for 
the gathering at the armory last evening was the 
presentation to Sergt. Gustav Zobel of the badge 
of a distinguished marskman, U. S. A., sent him 
by the War Department. and also the State dec- 
orations for proficiency in rifle practice. Silver 
and bronze medals were also presented to fifty 
other members of the regiment for sharpshoot- 


ing. 

A musical program was first rendered by the 
Second Regiment Band, and then the companies 
formed. Lieut. Orocker read the list of the suo- 
cessful State.competitors, and Lieut. Reade, U. 
S. A., presented the medal to Sergt. Zobel. At 
the conclusion of his remarks the Lieutenant 
said: “Sergt. Zobel is probably the only Na- 
tional Guardsmanin the country who is pos- 
sessed of the badge which I now present him. 

The badge is of gold and shield shaped. In its 
centre is an enamel! black and white target.

Sergt. Zobel has, as a United States soldier, 
a spotiess record. He was enlisted Feb. 19, 1882, 
and assigned to Company G, Third United States 
Infantry, stationed at Fort Shaw, Mont He 
soon became an enthusiast in rifle shooting. In 
1883 Zobel was sent to Fort Snelling, Minn., as 
one of 114 competitors. The test occupied five 
days, Zobel coming out No. 18 in order of merit. 
That year he lacked only four points of getting 
on the team. In theskirmishers’ match Zobel won 
the eleventh prize. There were seventy-three 
entries and twenty prizes in that class, 
In October, 1885, Zobel stood third in the De- 
partment of Dakota rifle team and won the sil- 
ver skirmish medal. In 188 he won the Robert- 
son gold badge. There were ninety-two com- 
petitors. During that year he stood No. 12 in 
the Department of Dakota rifie team. In the 
Division of Missouri rifle competition at Fort 
Leavenworth, Kansas, September, 1886, he won 
the eleventh — in Lieut. Reade's rifle team. 
There were forty-eight competitors—tne picked 
representatives of about 15,000 men. aving 
thus been twice a member of the Department 
team and once ofa Division team Zobel was 
transferred to the class of distinguished marks- 
men, U. S. A., and was, therefore, ineligible for 
further competition. 

After the presentation of the medals the floor 
was cleared, the rifles stacked, and dancing was 
indulged in.

Tun proposed Child Labor bill is another 
piece of projected amateur legislating.

Tue second appalling disaster of the year 
has occurred in Hartford, Conn., and its 
dreadful details will be found elsewhere in 
these columns. The new year opened with 
a fearful wind-storm in Pennsylvania, by 
which sixty lives were lost, but this second 
calamity seems even more frightful. A hotel 
filled with sleeping guests is so wrecked 
by an explosion that escape is cut off and 
fire breaks out to compiete the horror. Some 
are rescued unharmed, many are taken out 
bruised and mangled, and from fifty to 
eighty are supposed to have been burned or 
fatally crushed by the falling beams. The 
cause of the disaster is said to have been 
the explosion of the boiler which ran the 
dynamo, and there is a report that both the 
engineers were absent from their posts at 
the time. Should such prove to be the case, 
a terrible responsibility rests upon them for 
criminal neglect of duty. But in any event 
there is an important lesson to be learned 
from this dreadful accident. The running of 
a dynamo makes a serious strain upon a 
boiler, and prudence would dictate that it 
should be placed as far away as possible 
from the building itself and that every pre- 
caution should be taken to protect it. If all 
reports are true in this case, the guests were 
exposed to a double danger, not only the 
close contiguity of the boiler, as was shown 
by the completeness of the wreck, but also 
the carelessness of the engineers. The ca- 
lamity was a terrible one for that beautiful 
little city, and the prominence of many of 
those lost, both in social ana business cir- 
cles, adds to its sorrowtul character. 


GEN. HARRISON’S CABINET. 

The latest forecast of the Cabinet is made 
with some showof authority, though it is 
given out atthe same time that some of its 
factors may be changed witain the next few 
days, should sufficient reason appear. From 
this point of view itis apparently given out 
as a feeler in order to ascertain something 
like a general consensus of opinion. Taken 
as a whole, Gen. Harrison has evidently 
made up his slate from administrative rather 
than political considerations and has in this 
regard shown personal courage in disregard- 
ing the force of political influence which 
might have been consulted by a stronger 
partisan in his place. It contains many ele- 
ments of strength and some surprises. 

As to Mr. Biaine’s selection for the seat at 
the headof the Cabinet table it will of 


‘course meet with the warm approval of his 


millions of friends and the equally hearty 
condemnation of his mugwump enemies. Of 
his ability there remains no question nor will 
any one challenge his experience, his posi- 
tion, or his politics. His views are equally 
well known. He is an Ataerican of the 
Americans. The policy of freer trade with 
the American Republics, which he inaugu- 
rated during his brief term in Gen. Garfield’s 
‘Cabinet, which was thwarted by his weaker 
successor in the Secretaryship and the weak- 
er successor to Gen. Garfield, and which has 
subsequently been indorsea by the majority 
of both parties in both branches of Congress, 
will once more be considered during the cur- 
rent year, and who should take charge of the 
proceedings but the man who inaugurated 
them? If the country is now ready for the 
policy of the Garfleid Administration who 
should initiate that policy if not the Premier 
of that Administration, who is the author of 
the policy? 

Ex-Senator Windom has been selected as 
Secretary of the Treasury. Where could a 
better man be found? He has already had a 
year’s experience and is familiar with the 
routine of the department. Politically he is 
free-handed and not bound by any entangling 
alliances or combinations. Consequently 
there will not be the danger of a political ex- 
plosion which might have occurred had such 
aman as Platt been selected. Gen. Harri- 
son, lixe Gen. Garfield, had but one object in 
view, and that was to get as far away from 
Wall street as possible. He has accom- 
plished this and taken a man who represents 
the producers rather than the speculators 
and gamblers in produce. He is careful, 
conseryative, and clean-handed. There is 
not the smallest smirch upon his reputation. 
He is a thoughtful man and will sleep over 
night upon all questions requiring candid and 
safe decisions. Gen. Harrison has made no 
mistake, we believe, in the man selected to 
administer the National finances. 

For his Postmaster General Gen. Harrison 
has gone outside the domain of partisanship 
and selected a merghant of National reputa- 
tion. Mr. Wanamaker comes from a slow 
town, but he is one of the few things in it 
that are far from being slow. He is the 
Marshall Field of Philadelphia, but he differs 
from Mr. Fieid im that his politics is more 
decided. He is a straight Republican, and 
yet is popular among tne Democrats. He is 
a generous, brainy, capable man of affairs. 
He has the genius of work and the gift of 
success. It needs just such a man to rescue 
the postal service from the demoralization 
into which Vilas and Dickinson have plunged 
it. He will administer it on a business in- 
stead of partisan basis, and he may be trusted 
to improve it with the new methods which 
will suggest themseives to a go-ahead man of 
business. . e 

Gen. Harrison has again disregarded polit- 
ical balance · pole consideration by going to 
Southern Ulinois for his Secretary of the 
Navy and has selected Representative Thom- 
as because he has shown a remarkable apti- 
tude in naval affairs. He has made a ten 
years’ special study of the navy and its 
needs, and has shown his expert skill by de- 
signing a craft which has passed the search- 
ing tests of the board of naval experts and 
received the hearty indorsement of the pres- 
ent Secretary of the Navy—the on!y man in 
Cievelana’s Cabinet whose indorsement of 
any question is worth the paper it is written 
on. In selecting Mr. Thomas Gen. Harrison 
has unquestionabiy recognized the drift of 
Congress and the sentiment of the people, 
which favor an Increase of the navy and the 
strengthening of our coast defensés up to a

It was the farmers, on the other hand, who 
voted for him: His acceptance of the post 
would be a compliment to them, and in his 
hands the department would assume oxtraor- 
dinary importance. 

The other two selections—Mr. Miller of 28 
diana for Attorney General and Mr. Noble of 
Missouri for the Interior Department- are 
certainly in the nature of surprises. It has 
usually been considered by a President that 
his own State was sufficiently represented 
by himself, and tne gentleman from Missouri 
isan unknown quantity. It was the general 
expectation that if Gen. Harrison went to the 
South he would select such a mad as Gen. 
Bradley of Kentucky, or would have recog- 
nized the claims of the gallant East Tennes- 
see Republicans by selecting Judge Baxter 
or some such man. It was also anticipated 
that the Pacific slope would have a seat in 
the Cabinet. Without questioning the ability 
of either Gen. Harrison’s law partner or the 
nearly unknown Missouri lawyer, there will 
be a general feeling of surprise that they 
should have been named. But perhaps they 
have not been selected, 


PRICES FOR DRESSED BEEF. 

A few days ago Tun Taipcune gave the real 
reason for the decline of nearly one-third in 
the prices of cattle during the last four years. 
In that time the receipts in this city in- 
creased fully 50 per cent, while the population 
of the United States has only augmented 
about 10 per cent. Prices have been de- 
pressed by the fact that the supply has con- 
tinuously exceeded the growing demand. 
The allegation that it has been brought 
about by a dressed beef combination is 
equally baseless as the claim that such an 
organization, or men said to compose it, are 
keeping up the price of the product to as 
high fieures as those exacted by sellers pre; 
vious to four years ago. 

A close comparison of facts shows that the 


average steer used for the making of beef. 


for the “dressed” market last. year was 
four and a quarter cents per pound @ the 
hoof; that it yielded 57 per cent of mea (and 
bone sold as meat); and that this product 
was sold at an average of close to six and a 
halt cents per pound at the packing-house. 


It would have cost more than this but for the 


fact that tne hide and offal are utilized,, the 
latter being much more valuabie now than a 
few years ago, when, for that reason, the 
beef was sold by the packers at fully double 
The 
first cost of the meat has actually been re- 
duced in considerably greater proportion 
than the selling value of the animal, 
because it has recently been discovered how 
to avoid all waste, and incidentally also by 
the fact that the profit made on each steer is 
slightly less than it was four yearsago. Of 
course the small price above named is for the 
carcass in a wholesale way. it does not in- 
clude the cost of cutting up into pieces for 
retail or of transportation away from the 
house in which the animal is siaughtered. 
And it: includes the rough as well as the 
choice part of the meat, the latter being a 
comparatively small portion. 

The difference in selling value of the sev- 
eral parts at retail is determined by the pref- 
erence of buyers, and no legislation that may 
be suggested can alter this. The relation is 
preserved at the packing house as well as in 
the shop of the butcher who retails to families 
in the city. But with this in mind it is easy 
for any of the complainers to see for himself 
how much of the profit over and above abso- 
lute cost goes into the pockets of the dressed 
beef men. Some of them, if not all, have a 
retail department in their houses at the 
Stock-Yards, and sell to all comers at 
a moderate advance on the actual cost in 
the carcass. And they drive a large trade 
in this way. Many a boarding-house in this 
city feeds its patréns with meat bought 
direct from the Stock-Yards without the in- 
tervention of a retail butcher, some of the 
hotels do the same thing, and not a few pri- 
vate families in the city have long since 
found out this as the means of making an 
immense saving in the butcher’s bill for the 
household. Itis a long way to go or send 
for those who reside in other parts of the 
city, and the locality is not particularly at- 
tractive to those who faint at the sight of 
blood or loathe a stronger scent than that 
of patchouli. But that is not the fault of the 
men who have the beef for sale, and they 
could not open retail establishments in the 
central portion of the city without a large 
addition to the price charged for the goods. 

Whether or not the retail butcher, who 
buys his meats ready dressed at the Stock- 
Yards, exacts from his customers more than 
is a fair profit is an open question. It has 
two sides, and a great deal may be said on 
each of them. But those who hold that the 
ordinary charge at retail is outrageous, and 
that the wholesale seller is responsible there- 
tor, are recommended to try for themselves 
the above noted remedy. But they must 
take the ready money or have the journey 
for their pains. They will not finda dressed 
beef trust extending its benefits to them, 
however it may be supposed to be on the 
other side of the house. And it may be 
added incidentally that the city butcher 
would probably be content to charge less if 
his business were exclusively for cash.“ If 
all paid at the end of the month promptly 
the credit plan would still entail a considera- 
ble percentage of expense, and it is only 
human nature to insist on good customers 
paying sufficiently high prices to compensate 
the tradesman for loss suffered by selling to 
those who do not pay at all. 


PROHIBITION IN RHODE ISLAND. ! 
Prohibituon has had a test in Rhade Island 
and so far failed. The people of tne little 
State are clamoring to their Legislature 0 
repeal che amendment or to resubmit it to a 
vote of the people. The Chief of State Po- 
lice admits that it fails to prohibit, that it 
is a frequent thing for whole carloads of 
liquor to be brought into the State, and that 
the drug stores pay no attention to the 
statutory requirements. The petitioners for 
repeal set forth, also, that the amendment 
disarranges business and has placed the 
liquor business beyond control and super- 
vision and is incapable of enforcement, as 
there is no popular sentiment ip the cities or 
villages supporting it. 

So far as Rhode Island is concerned, pro- 
hibition has been a dismal faiiure after the 
fairest opportunity to enforce it, and 
there can be lite doubt that the 
Legislature will ultimately resubmit the 
question to the people, and that they 


will upset the amendment by a large majori- 
| ty. There is this petuliarity, however, about 


er — F 


Vork. Mingesota, Iowa, or Pennsyl- 
vania. Being composed mostiy of cities, itis 
impossible to enforce the law, and it will 
have to go. Were there, on the other hand, 
a large rural population there would be a 
strenuous fight, with the result that if probi- 
bition were retained it might be enforced in 
the rural communities and would fail in the 
cities, as happens everywhere else. If prohibi- 
tion were the law today in Illinois it wohld be 

enforced in the rural localities, where the sen- 
timent among the farmers is overwhelmingly 
in that direction, but it could not be enforced 
in Chicago and other large cities, where the 
sentiment is overwhelmingly adverse. The 
result would be just what it has been in 
Rhode Island. In the country the traffic 
might be stopped. In the cities it would be 
free, inasmuch as the present high license re- 
stricuons would be removed. The situation 
in Rhode Island emphasizes this point, for its 
population is largely urban, but this is one of 
those questions which a Prohibitionist cannot 
be made to understand, though you “ bray 
him in a mortar.” 


AN EXTRA SESSION INEVITABLE. 

Notwithstanding tiie desire of many Con- 
gressmen to get away from Washington as 
soon as possible after March 4 it seems clear 
an extra session will be inevitable. There 
are urgent reasons why the new Congress 
should be called in extra session. At any 
time it would be an advantage for the newly 
elected Congressmen to enter on their duties 
as soon as practicable and not be kept out of 


their seats until thirteen months after their 


election, but at present the reasons why the 
meeting of the new Congress should not be 
delayed until next December are unusually 
strong. The present session has demon- 
strated the necessity for a radical 
change in the rules of the House. The out- 
rageous filibustering practice under which 
two or three men can deadiock the business 
of the House and subject the majority to the 
absolute control of an insignificant minority 
must be stopped. The principle of majority 
rule has been perverted in the House and 
factional minority tyranny established in- 
stead. The first duty of the next House after 
effecting its organization will be to amend 
the rules. The filibusters and obstruc- 
tronists will certainly resist a change that 
will strip them of arbitrary power to deaa- 
lock and defeat the majority, and a long 
struggle will follow before the House can 
free itself of its absurd and vicious rules. 
Meanwhile needed legislation must wait. 
Since this struggle must come, the sooner it 
is over the better. If postponed until next 
December the fight over the change in the 
rules will consume a good part of the regular 
session and it wiil be a year after Har- 
rison’s inauguration before the House 
elected at the same time with him can get 
down to its business. It will be a great ad- 
vantage for Congress to meet in the spring, 
fight out the controversy over the rules, 
have the House committees appointed, ana 
get ready as soon as possible for the regular 
transaction of business. 

Anxious as many ot tne reslected Con- 
gressmen may be to get away from Wasb- 
ington it will be better for them to remain 
there for a ume and assist Gen. Harrison in 
putting the House in order. The work of 
converting a Bourbon into a Republican Ad- 
ministration cannot be accomplished without 
arduous labor, and President Harrison, in the 
early days of his Administration at least, 
should be able to command immediate 
conterence with Senators and Repre- 
sentatives. As soon as the amended rules 
are adopted and the House organized 
action must be taken in the contested elec- 
tion cases from the South. At the earliest 
practicablé ddy the House shouid pass on the 
Clayton-BrecKkinridge murder case, denounc- 
ing the use of assassiliation as a political 
weapon and vacating the seat of the mur- 
dered Clayton until his assassins are tracked 
down ana punished and a successor elected 
to the vacant seat by a free ballot and a fair 
count. 

Then the great question of nationalizing 
Congressional elections so as to secure all 
lawtul voters in/the South direct Federal 
protection will press for settlement. Some- 
thing on the Une of the Sherman bill must 
be adopted. As soon as the Republican party 
comes into control of both branches of Con- 
gress an end must be put to "the crimes 
against the right of suffrage in the South 
and the criminal nullification of the Consti- 
tution and the laws. The new Republican 
Congress cannot wait until December before 
entering on its dutics. Great questions will 
press upon it, and the regular session will 
not more than suffice for the ordinary work 
of legislation. A special session must be 
called, or the new Administration will be 
handicapped and clogged from the begin- 
ning. 


INDICIMENT OF GOV. LARRABEE. 

The indictment of Gov. Larrabee of Iowa 
for criminal libel is an unusual proceeding 
calculated to arrest general public attention 
and may lead to the establishment of an im- 
portant precedent. The accusation is that 
the Governor published certain alleged de- 
famatory matter which had become incor- 
porated into and made part of a proceeding 
before him for the pardon of one Chester 
Turney, a convict in the penitentiary. For 
this alleged violation of law the grand jury 
of Polk County summons the Governor of 
the State to make his defense in the criminal 
courts. It will be observed that the charge 
is based not on any libel uttered personally 
by the Governor, but on bis course in mak- 
ing public certain matter contained in the 
records of his office. The first question aris- 
ing is whether the Governor is guilty as 
charged, and the second point of interest is 
whether the recent grand jury in Polk 
County was made up of fearless, righteous 
men eager to punish wrongdoing in high 
places, or ignorant, prejudiced jurors who 
satisfied personal or partisan malice by 
wrongfully accusing the Chief Magistrate of 
their State ot crime and dragging him into 
the criminal courts. 

It is a genetal principié that a fair report, 
statement, summary, citation, or quotation 


dearing on matters disciosed in a proceeding 


in court cannot be libelous, but is in the nat- 
ure of a privileged communication. The 
statutes of lowa make the proceeding before 
the Governor on an application for pardon 
essentially judicial. A trauscript of the evi- 
dence on the trial of the convict whose par- 
don is sought may be required by tne Gov- 
ernor and made the basis of the application 
before him. He may call for such further 
evidence as he desires, and thus add to and 
extend the scope of the original judicial pro- 
ceeding. If the Governor sees fit he may re- 
quire the new testimony produced before 
him to be rendered under oath, and the stat- 


‘ing, and it would seem plain enough that the 
rule as to “privileged communications” gov- 


powers sat @0tie: n 
tnies, or else animated by personal or parti- 
san ill-will towards the Governor. As an in- 
dividual Mr. Larrabee is no more above or 
but as Governor and the custodian of the 
executive records it would seem that he could 
no more be punished for making public a 
part of such record than could a Judge for 
making a statement of the testimony in a 
trial—such statements as the lowa Judges 
are required by law to make on the demand 
of the Governor for use in cases. where con- 
victs apply to the Executive for a new hear- 
ing and a possible pardon. 0 


REFORMATION AS WELL AS PUNISHMENT. 

Representative Miller of Stark County has 
introduced a bill which shouid receive the 
careful consideration of the Legislature. 
Foliowing the Pennsylvania model, itis based 
on the idea that the State has not discharged 
its full duty to society when it has punished a 
criminal for his offense, but that it is bound, 
where it is possible, to reform him and convert 
him from a perpetual menace to good order 
into a law-abiding citizen. At presentail crim- 
inals, young or old, veterans in crime or 
new recruits, murderers, forgers, embezzlers, 
and petty larceny thieves, are thrown indis- 
criminately into one and the same peniten- 
tiary. There they associate together, and 
the old and experienced offender imparts his 
evil knowledge and experience to his juniors. 
When the latter, who have never learned a 


trade, serve out their brief terms they return 


to the community with a theoretical knowl- 
edgs of all the arts of crime, and embittered 
with the feeling that they have been dis- 
graced forever, that the brand of the prison 
is on them, and that they can get a living in 
no other 2585 than by a continuance in evil- 
doing. 

Mr. Miller, pelleving that alarge percent- 
age of those who goto the penitentiary to 
undergo punishment for their first offense 
can be reformed and saved to the world and 
to themselves, proposes that one of the IIli- 
nois prisons shall be used as a reformatory 
penitentiary, and the other be kept for 
hardened, irredtaimable criminals. To the 
first of these he would commit the young 
men convicted for the first time and whose 
misdeeds seemed to show but little trace of 
premeditation. Thus a homicide committed 
in the heat of passion or under the influence 
of alcohol differs from one committed in cold 
blood and with malice prepense. To the last 
of these he would send those who now come 
under the Habitual Criminals act, and all of 
whose reformation there can be no just hope. 

Those sent to the reformatory penitentiary 
are allto be taught useful trades. It is not 
desired to make money out of their labor. 
All that is aimed at is the giving to each of 
the inmates some handicraft so that when 
he returns to the world he may have the 
means of earning a living and not feel that 
he is compelled to steal for the lack of other 
occupation. Furthermore, it is believed that 
confinementin dn institution of this kind, 
whose avowed purpose is reform rather than 
punishment, wili not bring with it the shame 
and disgrace that confinement at Joliet or 
Chester now entails, and that therefore it 
will be easier for the person who has been 
there to stay reformed aiter discharge. 

The State now has two penitentiaries, of 
which the one at Joliet, which 1s far the 
larger, might be used for the convicts who 
cannot be reformed, while the smaller one at 
Chester can be given up to those who may 
ve. To make his plan a success Mr. Miller 
also provides that both prisons shall be under 
the control of one and the same board, thus 
abolishing the double one which now exists. 
This would be necessary, because while now 
each prison is independent of the other after 
the new system had been adopted they would 
be closely allied, prisoners being transferred 
from one to the other as the necessities of 


reform might dictate. Manitestiy both pris- 


ons should be under one management and 
direction. 

Mr. Miller’s bill also provides for the intro- 
duction here of the “‘ ticket-of-leave system.“ 
which has been successfully tried in other 
States and in England. With this in force 
the prison officers could, if convinced that a 
man was really reformed, release him from 
confinement on his parole, he to report to the 
authorities from time to time, and they to 
keep a constant watch on his movements, 
and arrest him summarily if they found that 
he was slipping back into evil courses. 

There will doubtless be opposition to this 
bill on the ground that it is humanitarian 
tomfoolery. But that should have no weight 
if the experience of other States shows that 
the proposed plan has worked well there. It 
has been in force for some time in Pennsyiva- 
nia, where the Judge before whom the man 18 
tried decides to which institution he shall go, 
and it has worked so well that 25 per cent of 
the whole number of persons convicted have 
been discharged reformed. That means a 
lessening of subsequent crime and criminals 
by one-quarter, and as the children of con- 
victs are likely to become criminals it lessens 
the number of evil-doers in the next genera- 
tion. The scheme which Mr. Miller is now 
advocating has been ‘introduced in other 
States than Pennsylvania, and has been a 
success there. If such be the case there is 
no reason why this State should not follow in 
their footsteps and do something which all 
will admit is right in theory, and which trial 
elsewhere has shown works weil in practice. 


WHAT COOK COUNTY LITIGATION COSTS 
INNOCENT TAXPAYERS, 

A bill has been introduced in the Legis- 
lature to take the cost of civil litigation in 
this county off the shoulders of those who 
are not concerned in it and to putit on those 
who use the courts for their own personal 
benefit and tor whom alone Judges sit and 
jurors are summoned. At present it costs 
the plaintiff $6 to begin a suit and the de- 
fendant $1.50 to enter his appearance. The 
entrance fee is so small that it is a tempta- 
tion to thousands to go to law—to begin un- 
just and trivial suits and to resist just ones 
when they are brought. What is true of 
liquor is true of law. Cheap whisky makes 
more drunkards and cheap law makes more 
litigants, ON ey is the reason the lawyers 
prevent refor 

Last year there were 12,380 suits begun in 
the Superior and Circuit Courts of this 
county. Of these 9,200 were disposed of in 
one way or another, leaving 3,200 to be car- 
ried over into 1889. All that each of these 
suits has paid or will pay towards defraying 
the expenses of the courts is $7.50. This 
makes a total of $92,850. But the total ex- 
penses of the courts last year were $299, 164. 
Therefore the general public, who had no in- 
terest in the cases, was taxed nearly $200,000 
in order that 24,760 piaintiffs and defendants 
might settle their property disputes. 

What should each case cost those inter- 


ested in it? If we consider the total number | 


of suits begun, then each of them shoud 
contribute $24.16, but if we consider only the 
9,200 which were passed on in 1888, then each 
of these should pay $32.50. Neither is an ex- 
cessive sum, and is less than the fees used to 
be under the old system before the adoption 
of the present Constitution, when the clerks

ate additions to the costs of litigation would 
expunge more than half—perhaps two-thirds 
—of the present deficit which is thrown on 
the taxpayers to foot. 

This higher fee would not only by discour- 
aging idle and vexatious litigation lessen 
the number of jurors pressed into service 
and diminish the expense to the county, but 
it would give an opportunity for the speedy 
hearing of meritorious suits which now are 
delayed by the improper ones. When the 
year began there were 8,000 cases carried 
over from the preceding twelvemonth. It is 
not unlikely, unless there is a change, that 
there will be 4,000 or 5,000 carried over from 
1889 to 1890. If courts are established to give 
speedy justice, then those of Cook County 
are false to the law of their being. What is 
most desirable in litigation after fairness is 
quickness. As between the swift injus- 
tice”. which tells you at once that you can- 
not recover a certain sum of money and the 
„ glow justice which says you can get it at 
the end of years after expending in the 
process of recovery more than the sum at 
stake amounts to, the former evil is more 
preferable. But the courts shoula grant 
speedy trials and fair triais—speed and jus- 
tice. 

It is stated that the total amount of 
moneyed judgments recovered in the Circuit 
and Superior Courts last vear was nearly 
$8,000,000. Buta great part of this was on 
confessions of judgment, In other cases the 
judgments recovered were worthless. The 
amount of good money recovered as the re- 
suit of trials was not $4,000,000. But it is 
estimated that the cost of litigation to the 
principals, including lawyers’ bills, witness 
fees, etc., is from $150 to $250 for each side. 
Taking an average of $400 for each case and 
we have a total law bill of nearly $5,000,000. 
Therefore it cost the litigants who went into 
this costly game, deluded by the cheap en- 
trance fees, $5 to get every $4 they sued for. 
It is not the duty of the Legislature to pro- 
tect incorrigibie fools, but if the Legislature 
can give them incidental protection by pass- 
ing à law which shall tend to keep them out 
of temptation at the same time that it frees 
the taxpayers from a great and growing bur- 
den it will have legislated wisely and well.

This is quite a neat and artistic perversion 
of the facts. Several of the valley papers 
the Transcript included —insisted that if Chi- 
cago sewage continued to be discharged 
down the Lilinois Valley the ditch must have 
a capacity of at least 600,000 cubic feet per 
minute; and then some of the papers and 
people said that such a volume of water 
would drown out their bottom lands and that 
Chicago must be compelled to pay ample 
damages. 

THE TRIBUNE contended that 600,000 cubic 
feet of water per minute was not needed for 
dilution purposes and would not be until 
Chicago had a population of several millions; 
and, furthermore, that the South Branch ot 
the Chicago River could not discharge half 
that quantity without destroying it for navi- 
gable purposes; that unless it was widened 
at the. bridges and several other places not 
more than 200,000 cubic feet could be got 
through it in a current of one and a half 
miles an hour, and that 200,000 cubic 
feet would furnish Ave times as much 
dilumon as the canal does, and that 
would be an abundant supply for dilution 
purposes for anything like the present popu- 
lation. Ali these statements are simply 
facts. 

The bill was drawn. to provide for 300,000 
feet, which is deemed ample for double the 
existing population of the proposed drainage 
district, and it may be twenty-five or thirty 
years before the population doubles. The 
bill makes provision for opening other chan- 
nels than the river to furnish the third hun- 
dred thousand cubic feet; but the engineers 
say that at an expense of a million dollars 


the South Branch can be widened enough at 


its narrowest parts to discharge 250,000 cubic 
feet, and that a covered conduit or tunnel can 
be cut at a moderate cost through northern 
Hyde Park and Lake that will convey 50,000 
or 60,000 cubic feet. 

This general plan was agreed upon between 
the Mayor’s Committee and the leading 
representative men of the valley, and Tun 
TRIBUNE finding nothing radically wrong or 
impracticable in the scheme, the bill being 
carefully drawn in all respects, and as the 
quantity of water provided for cannot cause 
any damage or trouble in the valley, but, on 
the other hand. would do great good to 
all legitimate interests, and would abate a 
standing complaint, and as the cost would 
not exceed Chicago’s ability to pay; there- 
fore, and for these reasons, Tun Trisung 
gives its support to the measure. And its 
course in so doing isin perfect harmony with 
its opposition to the wild 600,000 cubic feet 
scheme which would have doubled the cost 
of the present plan in enlarging the Chicago 


River to a capacity that would convey that

WHY BURLINGTON SIGNED, 


Wall Street Opinions on the Presidents’ 
Agreement—Other Roads Interested. 

New York, Feb. 18.—[Special.]—The sign- 
ing of the Presidents’ agreement by the Chi- 
cago, Burlington & Quincy Railroad has ex- 
cited a good deal of interest in Wall street. 
A well known broker gave this as an expla- 
nation of it: The alternative that was un- 
questionably presented to the Burlington 
management was of discontinuing the pay- 
ment of dividends or uniting with its com- 
petitors in an effort to secure profitabie rates. 
It is hardly imaginable that the Burlington & 
Northern will be permitted to pursue a course 
different from that of the controlling cor po- 
ration. 

As to the Burlington & Northern, however, 
it was said that it would not be able to sigr 
an agreement preventing it from meeting the 
competition of lines running east from Min- 
neapolis and St. Paul. How could it pay ex-

President T. B. Blackstone of the Chicago & 
Alton, who has the reputation of being one of 
the ablest and most conservative railroad Presi- 
Gents in the country, is the only railroad official 
of high rank who has not heretofore expressed 
an opinion the present railroad situa- 
tion. All efforts to interview him on this supject 
have failed. He has now taken occasion to state 
his opinion fully and clearly in his annual report 
for the year 1888. 

The decrease in earnings on all roads, with con- 
tinued prosperity in all commercial and agri- 
cultural interests served by the he 
says, may be directly or indirectly traced to 
State or Congressional legislation relative to 
constructing and operating railroads. The Alton 
Was organized in 1861 under provisions of a spe- 
dial charter which grants authority to its Presi- 
dent and directors to “fix rates of toll in the 
transportation of freight ana passengers over its 
lines.” At that time and for several years 
thereafter no one supposed that this grant of 
authority to “fix rates of toll” was subject to 
conditions or reservations other than common 
law obligations. While it could not be said that 
the State, in granting the charter, pledged itself 
ingterms to afford the protection to the com- 
pany’s interests which would result from limit- 
ing the number of competing lines to such 
as the true interests of the people 
might require, it was believed that such reason- 
able protection would be given as a measure of 
security for all—the public as well as the stock- 
holders. Such protection had been given to rail- 
way investments in some of the Eastern States 
and in other countries where all new railways 
proposed are the subject of Governmental in- 
guiry, and are only authorized when they are 
heeded by people who are not already 
provided with adequate railway facilities. 
When as many railroads had been constructed in 
the most densely populated of the Western 
States as were needed, and competition began to 
control and reduce rates of transportation; or, 
in other words, when the true interests of the 
apy demanded that no more railroads should 

constructed g; until needed, the opposite course 
was pursued. 
EXCHESSIVE RAILROAD CONSTROCTION, 

Laws were enacted which authorized the or- 
ganization of railroad companies without limit 
as to number, and each company organized hed 
authority to locate its line in its discretion and 
construct its railroad without ra to inter- 
ests other than its own. This opened a tempting 
field for speculators, contractors, and brokers, 
who were prompt in constructing railroads 
which were not needed. In many cases such 
roads served the purposes of those who promoted 
them while under construction, and have since 
deprived the older lines of traffic which they 
need for their support, and have also serious 
complicated the railroad problem. The evil et- 
fects which naturally followed this unwise pol- 
icy led the people to seek a remedy by legisla- 
tion and the employment of Railroad Com- 
missioners who were requi to reduce 
rates under circumstances which rendered 


an advance of rates necessary, if the numerous 


roads which the ä had caused to de con- 
structed were to saved from bankruptcy. 

Railroad shareholders in the West have no 
voice in the enactment of laws under which 
their property is controlled. It would ouly be 
fair to give them authority to appoint 
one-half of the members of each tate 
Board of Railroad Commissioners, which 
should be constituted as a Board of 
Arbitration. The position of a Railroad Commis- 
sionerin the West is not such as permits him to 
act independently as his judgment may dictate. 
He must reduce rates when the public demand 
it. While the Commissioners have, no doubt, 
been disposed to deal fairly with railroad inter- 
ests, they have not always been permitted to do 
so by the public, whose servants they are. 

Mr. Blackstone then shows the results of rail- 
way traffic under the first twelve years of Com- 
missioners’ supervision and direction as to rates. 
in Illinois on lines crossing the Alton within 200 
miles of East St. Louis—twenty-four in number. 
During that period. twenty of the twenty-four 
roads were forced into bankruptcy. The 
territory referred to is unequaled in fertil- 
ity of soil, coal deposits, ana other 
resources by any other of equal extent in the 
country. Other railroads have been constructed 


inthe State during that period and later which 


have met the same fate. It was not possibie 
that rates which produced such results could be 
reasonable. One of the results which must fol- 
low the oe of. competing railroads which 
are not needed is the necessity for 
higher rates than would have been required 
if such unnecessary roads had not been con- 
structed. With more railroads than the com- 
merce of the country needs, with many of them 
struggling to maintain their existence, with 
sharp competition, and rates below actual cost 
of transportation in many cases, it would be 
strange E. under the resulting pressure of neces- 
sity to obtain money to meet current operating 
expenses, unjust discrimination did not some- 
times take place. , 
A TRANSFER OF AUTHORITY. 

This condition of affairs led to the enactment 
of laws by State slatures and Congress 
under which nearly a authority originally 
granted to railroad companies relative to making 
rates for transportation has been practically 
taken from them. Legislation which de- 
stroys the of railroad property 
must result in immense harm to the 
interests of the public. Experience has demon- 
strated in other countries as well asin this that 
agreements between competing common car- 
riers (called pools) do not prevent competition 
within reasonable limits or lead to rates unrea- 
sonably high; but do tend in some degree to 

revent railroad wars and rates ruinously 
ow. It is admitted that such agreements 
will not obviate all the evils from building 
too many competing roads, but they are the best 
remedy that has yet been discovered and will 
obviate many of them. The division of compet- 
itive traffic on European railroads has been au- 
thorized and in many cases required by law, after 
experiments in many other ways for years. Why 
should not the people in this country profit by 
the experience of people in other countries. 

Mr. Blackstone believes that ruilroad com- 
panies should be held to strict compliance with 
common law rules, and that, subject to such 
rules, they shoula be permitted to deal with their 
competitors under such agreements as they may 
be able to make, and thereby secure the main- 
tenance of reasonable rates for transportation

KUHNI IN JAIL AT MADISON, WIS. 


Strong Circumstantial Evidence Against 
the Alleged Primrose Murderer. 

Mapison, Wis., Feb. 18.—[Special.}|}—John 
Kunni, the alleged perpetrator of the brutal 
Primrose murder in December last, whose 
extradition from London, England, was ac- 
complished by Sheriff Estes, was returned 
here at an early hour this morning by that 


official and iodged in jail. He was immediate- d 


ly assigned to a cell on the second floor and 
is closely guarded. At 9 o’clock he was taken 
to court, when his examination was fixed for 
Feb. 23, and City Attorney R. J. Siebecker 
appointed to defend him. He will probably 
stand trial and endeavor to secure an acquit- 
tal, but the evidence, though purely circum- 
stantial, is so strong against him that there 
is little doubt of his conviction. Kuhni is a 
Swiss, 25 yearsof age, and speaks broken 
English. He stubbornly refuses to converse 
upon the crime with which he 1s charged ex- 
cept to affirm his innocence. He is apparent- 
ly in great fear of personal violence, as he is 
startied by the slightest sound. He has 
served time in a Swiss penitentiary. 


UNABLE TO REACH AN AGREEMENT. 


The Jury in the White Cap Case at Bloom- 
ington, Ind., Discharged, 
BLOOMxGTOxN, Ind., Feb. 18.—[Special.]— 
At2o’clock this afternoon Judge Pearson 
called the jury in the White Cap case. The 
foreman said that they were unable to agree, 
and that there was no probability that they 
could reach a conclusion, whereupon the 
court ordered that they be discharged. On 
the first ballot the jury stood six to six; later 
seven were for conviction and five for acquit- 
tal, but at the time they were discharged they 
stood eight for acquittal and four for convic- 
tion. It was agreed, however, that of the 
eleven indicted Squire Bonham, Stack 
leather, Sowders, anu Sipes were innocent. 
The attorney for William Norman stated this 
evening that another trial would be entered 
into at the next term of court, and that a 
criminal prosecution would aiso be brought 
by Mr. Norman. it may be that an effort will 
be made to take the case to another county.

A SHARP REPLY TOA CRITIC OF “THE

HASTINGS, Minn Feb. 8.—lTEditor ot the Lon- 
World.}—You have been kind 
enough to devote considerable space in your 
ournal to Dr. Nicholson's little book published 
n London entitled No Cipher in Shakspeare, 
and incidentally to work. The Great Crypto- 
— which it purports to review. I should not 
ave noticed Dr. Nicholson's essay had he been 
content with demonstrating, to the satisfac- 
people of England, 
that book was an absurdity and 
; but he hes carried the 
war into Africa, of rather into America, by writ- 
ing a letter to a newspaper in Minnesota, in 
which he insists that the people of my own 
State must reach tne same discreditabie con 
clusions as to my book and myself. The capacity 
for annoyance possessed by a guut is something 
altogether out of proportion to its importance in 
the economy of nature; and I am therefore re- 
luctantly constrained to waste valuable time in 
answering the lucubrations of tais persistent 

clergyman. 
at is the thesfs of his book? He says there 
is no cipher in the Shakspeare plays, because he 
can, he says, take the cipher numbers used by 
me and work out other coherent stories contra- 

dictory of mine. What does that prove? 


DISCOVERY OF A CIPHER. 

Suppose that you, Mr, Editor, desirous of es- 
tablishing the truth of the Christian religion,

You announce your 
discovery; and thereupon up comes Dr. Nichol- 
son and says you are an impostor; that there is 
not a cipher in the text, because, taking that 
root number ten, and out of the words you have 
produced by it he can construct a sentence as 
follows: Our father who art all evil, be thy 
name hallowed for thy trespasses in Heaven 
and on earth, forever and ever. Amen.“ Would

Now if Dr. Nicholson — desired to prove 
that there was “No Cipher in the Shakspeare 
Plays.“ to quote the title of his book, why did 
he not accept this challenge and proceed to work 
out a r lengthy, continuous, coherent nar- 
rative with 
references to Shakspeare, Francis Bacon, Mar- 
low, the certain gg hers Ste.? Why should 
he take the words I have produced by the cipher 
and use them, by twisting them into gow sen- 
tences, to prove there is no cipber?

Philip 
Hence-low (Henslow), King-John, Richard. the- 
Second, Richard-the-Third, The-Merry-Wives- 
of-Windsor, Measure-for-Measure, etc., etc.— 
agree precisely with tne cipher numbers, many 
of them a score of times over. Why did not Dr. 
Nicholson proceed to show that these words 
could be brought out, from the beginning and 
ends of scenes, by 500 or 450, or any other non- 
cipher number? There is a difference of only 
five between 500 and 5u5, or between 450 and 455. 
Surely, if he is right, and you can make any text 

ield a cipher narrative, with any number, a 
— difference of five ought not to stand in his

On poses 726, 727, and 728 of the great crypto 
gam I show that the cipher numbers bring out 
words Shaks-Spur as many as fourteen different 
times, counting from only half a dozen points of 
departure, and that every number which brings 
out these words is a cipher number. Now let 
Dr. Nicholson show that 500 and 450 will bring 
out these words fourteen times more—yes, even 
once more! 

And the learned doctor sneers at my statement 
that Shakst-spur is a proper cipher equivaient 
for Shakspeare. He says the last syllable 
“never was pronounced spur; and this, 
too, in the face of the fact that John

MORE OF NICHOLSON’S TOUCHES. 

5 But this „ not all. To get the word am in 

Will-t-am,"’ Dr. Nicholson deducts the modifier 
63 (73.1); but, as this does not give him what he 
wants, he also deducts “1 B.“; now there is 
neither bracketed nor hyphenated word in the 
63 words of the second subdivision of column 1, 
page 73, This is simply an unworthy little trick. 
The word to (“son to) he gets by subtracting 
212 from 476, and then he deducts 1 h. again. 
But 212 is the second subdivision of the second 
column of page 73, and there is no hyphen- 
ated word in it. This is trick No.2 Then he 
comes to the word John; he deducts 63 again 
from 476; then he deducts 79 (73.1); then again 
284 (74.1); then 50 (74.2); and then “ 17 b. and h.“;

17 d. and h.“ in any dt the other numbers used

Then he 
states that peere (Jack-peere) is the 230th word 
on the first column of page 69. It is nothing of 
tne kind—itis the 127th word. This is trick num- 
ber seven, and a shabby one at that, Then to 
procure arms he subtracts 168 (75.1) and deducts 
21. b.,“ while there are no 21 bracketed words 
or any other number of bracketed words in 168. 
This is trick number eight, and a high-handed 
one. Then to get the word painted he sub- 
tracts 2 0. and h.,“ where there is noth- 
ing of the kind. This is trick number ume. 
Then to obtain field he again deducts “21 b.“ 
from 168 (73.1), where there are no bracketed 
words, as I have shown. This is trick number 
10, Then to get the next word, for, he deducts 248 
(74.2) from 476, and then substracts 2 b. and R., 
While there are really 24 b. and h. in 248. This is 
trick number 11.. Then he puts down the word 
house (services of mine house) as the 1i4th word 
of 67.1, while the 114th word of 67.1is really the 
compound “house-holder’’; and the true word, 
by a correct count, is yeomens! This is trick 
number 12, To obtain the word Hal he again de- 
ducts 1h.“ when there is none. This is trick 
13. To get the word time he again deducts 1 
h.“ when there is none. This constitutes trick 
number 14. 
FLAGRANT MISREPRESENTATION. 

If now we add these 14 specimens of sheer dis- 
honesty to the 33 instances in which he carried 
the count of the columns, and omitted to set 
down what he knew were the correct words, we 
have 47 cases of unfairness in working out 38 
words! As Dr. Nicholson has produced alto- 
gether 137 so-called cipher-words in his narra- 
tive, you can judge, Mr. Editor, how many de- 
ceptions he has practiced on his unsuspecting 
readers, 

1 have not the conscience to ask you to spare 
me any more space in which to further expose 
this admirable sham and traud. The 
writer commences his book with these 
words: Mr. 3 Donnelly has not 
been refuted.” No; I have been traduced, 
slandered, insulted, denounced, ridiculed, and 
misrepresented; and Dr. Nicholson is the first 
man who has seriously undertaken to refute me, 
and to prove that I was wrong, and that there is 
notacipher in the Shakspeare plays; and he 
accomplishes his task by the most contemptible 
and flagrant misrepresentation of facts and fig- 
ures as to the text of the play~—a text which 
ought to be sacred in the eyes of all scholars. 

In conclusion let me ask all fair-minded men 
whether it is not time to seriously investigate 
my book and its claims when they find evil, dis- 
honesty, and injustice in the first, last, and only 
attempt that has been made to answer it?

WHEAT SCARCE IN THE NORTHWEST. 


A Review of the Situation by the Minne- 
apolis Market Record.“ 

Mrxxrarolts, Minn., Feb. 16.— The Market 
Record says: The wheat movement in the 
Northwest was never smaller at this season 
of the year than it is now, taking into the 
calculation the remarkably favorable weather 
for moving it. With the unusually fine roads 
during the last four weeks investigation 


shows that the average farmers’ deliveries in 
Minnesota and in Dakota have amounted to 


less than 20 per cent of the deliveries a year 


ago. While the country elevator shipments 
have been light also, they have so greatly ex- 
ceeded arrivals that the stocks in them are 
rr declining. 

At 
the last two weeks there is a prospect of a 
reduction of country stocks of no less than 
20 per cent during February, or that they 
will fail from about 7,250,000 to not more than 
6,000,000 bushels by March 1. 

At the present time stocks in Minneapolis 
are going down in the face of the small out- 
put. There is a small accumulation going on 
at Duluth, but quite insignificant paces 
with the large declines elsewhére. The 
March 1 reports will undoubtedly create sur- 
prise to people not keeping track of tne situ- 
ation. About 35 per cent of the country ele- 
vators are closed for the season. Deliveries 
ot wheat by farmers in Manitoba are light, 
amounting to about 15,000 bushels per day 
for the entire province. On the stormy days 
of last week they were considerably less. 
But shipments al) rail to the East are light 
and the bulk of deliveries goes into store. 

Buyers have been withdrawn from some 
country points on account of light deliver- 
ies. Receipts of Manitoba wheat at the ele- 
vators at Lake Superior for the week ended 
Feb. 2 were 30,240 bushels, against 83,160. 
for the corresvonding week of 1888. The 
total receipts of this crop to date are 1,940,- 
610 busbels, against about 3,400,000 bushels to 
the same date last year at Lake Superior ele- 
vators. 

The amount of wheat in store in the 
elevators is about 812,600 bushels, against 
about 1,800,000 bushels at this date last 


year.

the 750,000 voters of Illinois and see what their 
reply will be. The Constitution now allows one 
Circuit Judge to every 100,000 persons in the 
State, outside of this county. Here, allowing for 
the detailed for Appellate Court duty, we 
have one Circuit or Superior Court Judge for 
every 70,000 people. Is not that enough? 
If additional courts are needed in a city 
this inflex‘ble, narrow Constitution of ours al 
lows the Legislature to create them. But the 
Superior and Appellate Courts are gorged. Then, 
instead of adding to their numbers, lessen their 
work. At present cases where over $1,000 is in- 
volved may be appealed from the Appellate to 
the Supreme Court, Raise that limit and the 
work of the Supreme Court will be diminished. 
Abstractly a man with $10 at stake has as much 
right to have his case passed on by the Supreme 
Court as one who has millions at stake. Prac- 
tically we know that there is no such right. The 
Legislature can with as much justice make the 
limit $10,000 as $1,000. It would at once if it were 
not that doing this would lessen legal business 
and cut into the profits of lawyers. There are 
too many members of that trades union 
in Legislatures to make it possible to se- 
cure such good legislation without a bitter 
fight. Then make a limit on appeal to 
the Appellate Court, and give that court 
a chance to keep up with its business. Then 
quadruple the present entfance fee to the 
courts. Now it costs a man but $6 to begin a 
suit. That promotes litigation that fille the 
courts with business which has no place there, 
and prevents meritorious litigants from obtain- 
ing a hearing for years. Make the price of ad- 
mission to the courts so high that a man who 
knows his suit has no merit will not enter there, 
and the Circuit and Superior Court Judges will 
have abundant time, and so will the courts 
above them. Is there on the face of the earth a 
more voracious union than that to which Mr. 
Root belongs? What should we think of 
bricklayers and carpenters if they made their 
wages so high that the value of a building would 
be consumed in paying them? But the fees of 
the lawyers of Cook County last year 
more than consumed the sums that they 
recovered for olients. That is not 
enough. There must de more litigants 
to feed the appetite of these cormorants. Why 
do not they ask for two or three more interme- 
diate cqurts to and from which appeals may be 
taken, and which may reverse and remand, like 
those we now have? They would ask for it now 
if they dared. They will ask for it presently 
when they have added more members to their 
union and more business is necessary to feed 
them. 

5. There is an amendment before the Legisla- 
ture now regurding the revenue article. Perhaps 
that body will see fit to submit it to the people. 
It it does not it is perfectly easy under the pres- 
ent Constitution to pass laws which shall remove 
the difficulties by which a few portions of the 
the State are affected, It is by no means cer- 
tain that a majority of the people favor a change 
of the article. . 

6. It is by no means certain that it would be a 
good thing to have the city and the county under 
one government. It is not impossible that if it 
were done we should have on a large scale the 
evils of which we now oaplain. Thus far the 
Couneil, which handles much the largest sum of 
money, has not directly robbed the city, but has 
blackmailed those who were seeking privileges 
from it. The County Board, when it has been 
wicked, has not done much blackmailing, but 
has robbed the taxpayers directly. The chances 
are that a consolidation of the two bodies would 
be bad for che city and the citizens, for it would 
consolidate the two methods of robbery and give 
each a broader field. However, Senator Craw- 
ford has offered an amendment under which, if 
adopted, this consolidation can be had. 

7. The chief reason for having two Chambers to 
Congress and State Legislatures was that En- 
gland had them. Where certain kinds of legisla- 
tion are to be acted on they are no doubt of 
value. Washington said to Jefferson that the 
Senate was the saucer in which you poured out 
the tea to bool it. But when it comes to acting 
on purely business matters it is difficult to see 
the value of a second House. Banks and other 
institutions are satisfied with one Board of Di- 
rectors. That an Upper House does not prevent 
dishonesty New York shows. That city has been 
thus favored, and yet no municipality in this 
country has been more corrupt. Dishonest or 
indifferent constituencies elect bad men to an 
Upper as well as to a Lower House. Butif the 
Legislature chooses it can now give Chicago 
two Houses. The Constitution does not stana in 
the way. 

. Here we tree another coon. The object of 
those who wish to divorce state and local taxing 
machinery is to exploit the wealth of communi- 
tues for weir selfish purposes. At present local 
extravagance is counterbalanced by local par- 
simony. Each county, anxious to escape the 
State tax as far as it can, lowers its assessment, 


and thus chokes off the men who want high local 
| taxes and unlimited local debts. Take off this 


brake, this drag, and it would not be long before 
local assessors, influenced by local advocates of 
blanket mortgages, would run upthe assess- 
ments so that the latter might get in their work. 
We should have heavier taxes, and more people 
appointed with big salaries to collect and spend 
them. That is the elysium of the taxeaters, but 
they cannot reach it so long State and local 
taxation are united. 

9. There are those who say, and perhaps Mr. 
Root is of them, Cannot you trust the people!“ 
Cannot the people trust themselves? Not al- 
ways. Nobody is at all times in his senses. In 
1870 the people, being sober ana in sound mina, 
and secing the debts which they had piled up by 
listening to the advice of false friends, resolved 
that they would tie their own hands so that they 
could create no more blanket mortgages and 
could not cripple themselves by taxation. They 
wanted to be assured of tection, not so much 
against themselves as inst the demagogues 
who occasionally got their ear and led them 
astray. They knew that without some such 
safeguard time would surely come when 
they would uhthinkingly allow themselves to be 
wheedied and bamboozled into doing something 
which their sounder judgment would tell them 
was wrong. They knew there were numbers of 
wolves in the community who were in the habit 
of dressing up as dogs and telling the sheep that 
they were their natural guardians, so that they 
might tne more easily devour them. The people 
decided that they would chain up these welves 
so that they could no more ply their deceitful arts. 
The wolves who have had no mutton for twenty 
years, and who see the sheep out of their reach 
waxing fat, are now making a desperate effort to 
break into the sheepfold. Mr. Root is trying to 
open the gate or let down the bars for them, but 
the voters, when asked about the matter, will 
say by 600,000 majority that the wolves must stay 
out. 

10. We have a number of governments, but it 
cannot be said that it is in all respects an evil, 
The town governments, shorn of mostof their 
functions, do nothing but make assessments, 
which might as well be done that way as an- 
other, and collect @ small part of the taxes. 
Their cost is nominal. As for the parks, all must 
agree that they would not have besn the things 
of beauty they are had they been under the con- 
trol of the City Council. Lincoln Park dates its 
value from the hour when it went outof the 
hands of that body. Dearborn and Lake-Front 
Parks are specimens of what the Counci) can do 
in the way of making pleasure resorts. Had the 
parks, instead of being in the hands of honest 
and cultivated men, been ruled by the boodlers 
and bummers of the Council, they would have 
been as barren and as unsightly as the day the 
land was bought. 

11. Before we have any “constitutional house 
cleaning” we will see whether it is needed. At 
present we have but the clamors of the specula- 
tors and taxeaters as evidence of it. Have there 
been submitted to the General Assembly any 
petitions for a convention, signed by the tax- 

farmers of Illinois? Have the business- 
men asked for it? Have town meetings urged 
it? Have the country papers, which know and 
refiect so well the sentiments of their constitv- 
ents, asked for it? Not one. Till they do we 
will stand by what we have and not pull a good 
nouse down about our ears under the pretense of 


cleaning it.
